| fhall here putfue the fame method which I obferved in 
my letter to you upon that fubject, namely, to give my 
opinion on neither fide of the queftion under confideration, 
but only to ftate fuch arguments as may be brought in 
proof of the negative, and then fubjoin anfwers (in my 
poor conception ) conclufive agaiaft them. 
A Continuation of the Arguments againft Fudgments, 
Ancument 4. We cannat help. diilenting from the af- 
ferters of Judgements, becaufe it appears to us, That the 
peat Sovereign of the univerfe never punifhes at all. For 
punifhments relating only to actions already committed, 
and it being impoflible to recall thefe, they can ferve no 
end or purpofe in the world, and of confequence mutt be 
highly wrong: but as right and wrong 1s ever the rule 
ot action to the fupreme judge, ’tis clear it muft be fo 
in the cafe before us, that is to fay, the wrongneis of 
punifhments will influence the Creator to a merciful treat- 
ment of his creatures in that refpeét. —— du/wer, It is 
not juft reafoning to argue, that God will lay afide rigour, 
becaufe the ufe of it tends to no purpofe : for the feverity 
we are {peaking of, may be right in itfelf, tho’ it may not 
be fo upon account of any defign it is fublervient to. Thus, 
for inflance the relief of the aiftreffed is an action proper 
in its own nature, whether it hath any further tendency, 
or not: this laft confideration needs not at all to be taken 
into the queftion. I know very wel!, there are fome men 
who deduce moral obligation from the will of God oniy : 
thefe people will be ready to affert, in this piace, thar the 
alifance of the needy is net good upon its own account, 
ut on account of iis agreeablene{s to the divine inclina 
tions, But I would gladly have them retolve me, why I 
am to do that which beft pleafes my Creator ? They will 
fay, haps, becaufe he give me exiftence. And then [ 
ask further, Why is gratitude my duty? for this is what 
you plainly fuppofe. e:ther it has fome intrinfic worth in 
It, or it takes thar charaéter trom fomething elfe : if you 
allow the former, you give up what Iam conrending for ; 
if you mainta'n the latter, the fame queftion returns upon 
you as before, viz. Why am I to regard that fomething 
elf ? In like manner, if ‘you always infift upon the fame 
anfwer, the fame query will be eternally arifing, and ne- 
Ver tefolved, In fhort, a {earch after one’s duty, upon this 
cheme, isan exaét refemblance of a man’s hunting his 
wn fhadow, which perpetually flies from him, as faft as 
© purfes it. And ler the difpute regard any point of duty 
Whatfoever, precifely the fame reaicning may be fitly ap 
c toit. So that, if the philofophy I am oppefi2g fhou'd 
admitted to take place, then ’tts inypodlilie we can 
Some to any final decifion 1n relation to our duty: then all 
Moral obligation entirely falls to the ground. — Now the 
duettion {pringing trom hence is, Whether we fhall ad- 
fre to the notion of thefe Gentlem <a. thus repugnant to 





the exiftence of moral obligation? or whether we fhall 
grant ourfelves bound to the practice of virtue, and reject 
this notion, which wou!d fupplant it ? And here, the de- 
termination lies clearly on rH fide of moral obligation ; 
which, it true, we may fafely conclude, from what has 
been faid, that fome things muft have a notive unces 
rived periection inhering in them ; and this, notwith- 
ftanding they may not in the leaft atvence any view 
or defign whatfoever: and confequenily it is far from be- 
ing juft reafoning, to argue the wrongne(s of divine pun‘th- 
ments, from their unfitnefs to promote any end or purpofe: 
Which was the very thing I undertock to make goed. — 
It may perhaps be objeéted, that I have gone upon the 
abfurd iuppofition of an infinity of entiti.s or things 
exilting, becaufe } faid, that if the rightnefs. of any thing 
depended upon fome thing beyond it £lf, then we couid 
never atrive at a determination of what was, or was not 
our duty, feeing it would be a doubt, to all eternity, fug- 
gefting it ielf, what obligation | lie under to a& in con. 
formity to this fomething beyond. To which I anfwer, 
that I have not built upon the fuppotition mentioned in 
the objecticn, but only thewed it to be a confequence, ne- 
ceflarily refulting from che doétrine I was endeavouring to 
{ubvert ; and therefore it is quite betide the purpofe to urge 
the fallity of that pofition, my argument beirg not at all 
invalidated, but onthe contrary confirmed by means of it : 
for if an infinity of entities, or things exilting, be a tenet 
unqueft:onably abfurd ; and this undeniably follows, from 
afirming that every thing right and proper owes its value 
to fomething beyond it felf; this latter opinion cannot 
poflibly be true, becaufe no propolition can be juft, which 
leads to an abfurdity. 

I now pais over to what is contained againft divine 
judgements in Arcument 5. It was urged by the late 
Mr. Trencuarpagainft the appearance of fpirits, that it 
was much better for the great architect, fo to coutrive 
the plan of our fyftem, as that any purpofe he fhould have 
in view might flow from a train of natural caufes, than 
that he fhould make ufe of the affiftance of fpirits to the 
attainment of his end. As this is much better, fays Mr. 
TreNcuarD, foit furnifhesus with a good reafon for think: 
ing it to be really the cafe : becaufe the contrary {uppofition 
would highly reflect upon the chara&ter of that Being 
who always projects every thing for the beft, This ar- 
tillery of Mr. Trencuarn’s we beg leave to turn againt 
divine judgements: and accordingly we obferve it to be 
much better, that God annex mifery to fin, fo that the 
one may be the conftant attendant of the other, than for 
him to effect the fame thing, by his immediate interpofi- 
tion. Juft as it needs 9 quicker invention in a mechanic 
to form a watch, which will always difcover the t.me 
of the day of its own accord, and by its own motions, 
than to make one requiring frequent helps of winding up 
to compalS the fame point. Ir may be faid indeed, that if 
God be fuppofed *o have difpofed matters in our method, 
viz. that vice fhould ot neceflity produce unhap, inefs; this 
would be a weighty proof in behalf of Judgements, in- 
itead of oppugning them; becaufe this would be infliting 
penalti.s upon the wicked in this world on account of 
their mif-onduct ; which isthe very definitien at firft given 
of the term Judgement. But this difficulry will vanifh, 
if we conlider, the diftinction between Judgments, and 
punifhments in cur way inflicted. Upon our principles, 
irreligion in general is the objcét of punifhment to the 
fupreme Judge; whereas when God is aftirmed to ex- 
ercife a judgment, the wickednefs of foie particular 
peifun is {uppofed to be his motive in fo doing ; this is 
clear trom the latter part of the definition referred to. —— 
Answer, I fhali not deny the validity of your diftinétian, 
but fix upon another part of your argument. You lay 
it down, that becaufe the method of punifhment you pre- 
{cribe is better than that of Judgements, therefore God 
hath puc the former in execution. Very well; pray give 
me leave to carry onthe ergument ; To make all the parts 
of the creation correfponding to more numerous purgofes, 
is preferable to the'adapting of them only to thofe ules which 
they ferve at prefent, therefore this is really the cafe ; that 
is to fay, the feveral parts of the creation correfpond to a 
c.tain determinate number of purpotes, and yet they cor- 
refpond to more. It may here bealleged, that in fact God has 
acted congruoufly to the rule above {pecified, confequently 
it muft be wifelt and beft fo to do, namely, to lik vice 
and wretchedne{s together by an infeparable connexion. 
And to this I reply : Let us iuppofe it abfolutely requilite, 
that the wicked fhould go through fome chaftifement or 
other; let us further imagine it to be a matter of indifie. 
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rence, whether their correGtion be browght about by the 
natural courfe of things, or by the extraordinary operation 
of the divine hand; Ee us picture to ourfeives in the third 
place, that God’ Almighty makes choice of the former 
way : certainly all thefe may happen ; and conféquently it 
does not f. llow from God's preferring to a&t In one way, 
rather than in the other, that therefore the way he prefers 
is witcit and beft, according to out apprehenfions. 

The fum of aj} is, that Judgments are fecure of any 
danger from the efforts of argument the 4th, to prove 
that God never punithes at ail; or from the attentpr,’ in 
argument the sth, to eftablifh a better method of punith- 
ment, ;

N the Micellaneous obfervations on Authors, &c. for 

Auguft, we meet with a few curious correétions of 
jome paflages in SHAKESPEAR from the learned and never- 
enough-admired Mr. L.T. For my part, { cannot join with 
this fagacious gentleman in all his alterations; and there- 
fore hope you will give me leave to propofe my reafons 
for diflenting from two of them more efpecially, in the 
Poem called Venus and Aponis, Stan. (42. 


For who hath fhe to {pend the night withall 
But idle founds, reembling parajites ? 
Like fhrill tongu’d tapflers, anfw'ring ev'ry call, 
Soothing the humour of fantafiick Wits. 
To fuit this Idea as well as to clofe the Rhyme more fully, 
he fays, that he is perfuaded the Poet wrote 
Soothing the humour of fantaflick Wights : 


Now, Mr. Bavius, if we prove this Stanza rhyme and 
reafun, as it now ftands, there will be no room to {fuppofe 
the Author wrote otherwife. The Rhyme is undoubtedly 
as jut as near an hundred places in the fame author; which 
will be obvious to every reader, and their numbers fave 
me the troub'e of quoting them. And even Mr. T’s own 
word Wights requires an unjuftifiable ftrong pronunciation 
of the laft fyllable in parafites, to make a juft rhyme; 
therefore on the account of rhyme, Wits may be as well 
fuppofed to be the poets word, as Wights. But it feems 
the fenfe is not fo goed, becaufe the exercife of this fan- 
taftic humour is not the character of Wits, but of perfons 
of a wild and jocular extravagance of temper. To which 
Tanfwer, Thefe perfons, of a wild and jocular extrava- 
gance of temper, do very well fuit with the character our 
poet jocourely gives them of fantaflick Wits, tho’ not of 
true or rea] Wits. The belt reafon I can have for affenting 
to this alteration, is that which Mr. ConunpruM gives, 
who fays, Good Wits fume: and confequently {uppofes 
Mr. T. may be the bift judge of what SuaksspEaR 
wote.

Why becaufe Kings wou'd not be 
contented with half her ‘ove —— That might be; but 
they were forced to be content with lefs; for as little hap- 
pinefs as Mr. T. thinks half Lavinia’s Love might be to 
Kings, Suaxespear has thought it too great for them, 
and makes Marcus fay, very elegantly, that Kings them- 
felves had fought to fleep in her arms, could not obtain fo 
great an happinefs as even half her love. Pray, Mr. Bavius, 
where is the impropriety of this expreflion; is it not fenfe? 
sit not SHakespear’s manner ? How then is this altera- 
tion to be juttified ?
